FATAL TO SHEEP 


Were the Storms in California 


Tlmt Prevailed Tills Week. 


minds orttivm rcriHh. 


FBE3SO. Cal, May 17. —The returns 


from the mountains are beginning to 
come in and show that the loos to 
sheep men on account of Monday's 
atorm is far greater than first slated. 
At one place 4,000 sheep «ero found 
frozen to death in one heap, where 
they bsd tried to find shelter among 
the trees. Tho enow was two feet deep 
on top of them. There are thousands 
of sheep farther back in the mountains 
and they cannot be reached on account 
of snow. There ia .hardly a possibility 
that tilt; can he saVeil. If they IT ere 


they irill die of/slarvalion before tho 
snow melts. 


SOKORA, Cala , May 17. — Tho snow, 


rain and wind storm that prevailed in 
the Sierro Nevada foothills during 
Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday waa 
most fatal to sheep. The road from 
Sonora up to Strawberry station, a dis- 
tance of thirty-two miles, is lined with 
dwid nheop. The storm WM unusually 
severe for this tlmo of tho year and the 
ihoep having been sheared before on- 
,erlng the country, were in an unfit con- 
dition to meet the wintry blasts. In 
the ravines and beside the boulder* 
along tbe road, the dead animals are 
tiled two and three deep. Up to this 
date some •lO.OfN) ahccp have entered 
this country enroute for tho mountain 
rangei. and as all of them were cnught 
n tbe storm, U Ii a low estimate to say 
hat one third of them have perished.
